who are harassing Spain to-day are the 
lineal descendants of the Moors who in- 
vaded Spain in the eighth century. In 
Tetuan itself there still live a great. many 
descendants of ‘the Moorish families who 
used to dwell in the south of Spain. 

It is said that in houses there are still 
preserved door knockers which were used 
in Seville when tae Moors occupied that 
city.. The Moors who-held Spain for so 
long a period were driven back, and the 
Spaniards, following their retreat across 
the Straits, established a foothold in 
Moroceo. But “ ancestral voicés ” have 
been prophesying woe ever since the 
Spaniards set foot there, and blood and 
treasure have been poured out in a vain 
attempt to subjugate tribes who are as 
proud and scornful of authority as their 
marauding forbears.

He had been one of the famous 
Governors of the State of New “York; ‘but he 
will also be remembered for his efforts in 
1921 to bring about peace between Great

Mr. Glynn, adds T'Ae T'imes, who was born on 
September 27th, 1871, was well-known in 
New York State as a journalist and lawyer. 
He became editor of the 7'smes-l’nion of 
Albany in 1895, was elected to Congress in 
1899, served as Comptroller of New York 
State in 1907-8, and was elected Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State in November, 1912, 
becoming Governor for the expiring term from 
August, 1913, to December, 1914. At the 
Democratic Convention at St. Louis in 1916 
he made the “‘key-note”’ speech, and was 
a member of the President’s Industrial Com- 
mission in 1919-20. He was an LL.D. of 
Fordham, Georgetown, Syracuse, and Union 
Universities.

THE FREE STATE VIEW. 


ARTICLE 18 OF THE COVENANT 
| QUOTED.

the Irish Free State ' last 
night :— 

The Covenant of the League of Nations 
sets out the duties undertaken by every 
member of the League. There are no dis- 
tinctions between the members. None has 
special privileges and none is exempt from 
the obligations set forth in the Covenant. 
Article 18 of the Covenant declares that— 

Every treaty or international engage- 
ment entered into hereafter by any 
member of the League shali be forthwith 
registered with the Secretariat, and shall, 
as soon as possible, be published by it. 
No such treaty or international engage- 
ment shall be binding until so registered. 

This article means that every treaty and 
international engagement entered into 
after January, 1920, shall be registered. 
The Irish Free State, as a member of the 
League, as well as every other member cf 
the League, is bound by this article. 

As the treaty is the basis of the Irish 
Free State’s relations with the other 
members of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, it was pre-eminently our duty to 
register it. To have failed in this would 
have been to repudiate the Covenant, 
which can be done neither by the Irish 
Free State nor by any other member of 
of the Lengue.

Mr. Justice Roche had beíore him a series 
of Informations brought by the Attorney- 
General, claiming penalties ainst eight 
members or officials of the Briercliff Working 
Men's Club, near Burnley, in respect of their 
having published notices reluting ‘to a lottery 
or sweepstakes on the-result of the Manchester 
November ssandicap of 1923. 

The Attorney-General (Sir Douglas Hogg, 
K.C.), for the Crown, said the defendants 
would withdraw the plea of not guilty, and 
substitute a plea of guilty on one count in 
each of the eight cases, and the Crown 
would accept a “penalty of £50 in each off 
the eight cases. Under the Lotteries Act it 
was not permissable to publish any invitation 
to subscribe to a lottery or take part in bne. 

Unfortunately last year a number of clubs, 
chiefly in the North of England, seemed to 
think it would be perfectly legal to run 
sweepstakes, provided they did so for their 
own members. That, of course, was a com- 
piete misconception, for no one could run a 
sweepstake, whether they confined it to oné 
class of the population or whether they did 
so broadcast. 

The defendants ‘ran a -sweepstake on the 
Manchester November Handicap and an- 
nounced that they expected to get rid of 
200,000 tickets at 10s. each, and that there 
would be £90,000 in prizes. The police took 
steps to stop it, but the defendants took the’ 
view that they were acting legally and pro- 
ceeded to draw for the prizes, and he under: 
stood someone won a prize 6f £10, 

The law having thus being defied, the 
Crown thought it right to institute proceedings 
against the printers, secretary, aud three. or 
four active members of the committee which 
ran the sweepstake, These were selected as 
being typical persons, and the Crown only 

rosecuted in regard to a few selected cases, 
in which tickets were sold to policemen and 
policewomen who asked for tickets and got 
them without demur, although not members 
of the club. 

Mr. T. Eastman, K.C., for the defendants, 
said there was no doubt they were entirely 
wrong, but they had collected so much money 
that whien the police interfered they did not 
know what to do, and thought the best way . 
was to proceed with it, 

Under the Judge's direction, the jary 
returned a verdict of guilty on the first count | 
on the first information. 

Judgment was entered for the Crown for 


a total of £400 penalties with costs.

This Jast-named, who belongs. to 
Colonel George Paynter, was ridden by an 
unknown Jad in J. Regan, but he ran an ex- 
cellent race, and one can quite see him 
win a race for his popular owner at the 
Grand Militarv Meeting if he keeps well in 
the interim.

CLOTH OF GOLD BEATS HILTON? 

The best racéof the day. was that for the 
Three-Year-Old Hurdle, in whieh Cloth of 
Cold beat the favourite, Hilton, by two 
lengths. Hilton jumped the last hurdle in 
front, but Cloth of Gold soon challenged him 
and wore him down inch by inch, Hilton 
might have been much closer to the winner 
at the finish had he not swerved in the fun- 
in. Corlach ran well for a mile in this race, 
but lost his place after turning into the 
straight. One worth following t that ran in 
this race is the North Country horse, Theo- 
mine, who was placed third. He put in’a 
an excellent performance. A particularly easy 
winner af the dav was Elson, from the Don- 
caster stable of Smallwood. He made the 
greater part of the running to win from 
Chieot by three lengths. Another Doncaster 
stable (Reader’s) won the Selling Steeplechase 
with Mayfly, who beat the dead-heaters, 
Heathencote and Con Cregan, by a length and 
a helf.
